1) From time to time, the 
GBC has written and distribut¬ 
ed publications that attempt to 
refute the IRM's position that 
SrTla Prabhupada remains as 
ISKCON's diksa guru. It does not 
happen very often because it is 
usually not possible for them to 
write on this subject without ei¬ 
ther contradicting themselves 
or SrTla Prabhupada, as we have 
documented. But whenever they 
do write about this subject, here 
is what does not happen. We, the 
IRM, make no attempt to block, 
ban or suppress the dissemina¬ 
tion of their viewpoint, using vi¬ 
olence if necessary. Nor do we 

"warn" devotees to watch out for 
such publications, so they can be 
avoided. Not only do we not do 
anything like this, we actually do 
the exact opposite. Whenever an 
opposing publication by the GBC 
or an ISKCON leader is released, 
we tell our supporters to please 
receive it. To actively search it out 
and collect it. And then we devour 
it. We not only read it, we read it 
multiple times. I doubt that there 
are many, if any, persons on the 
GBC who are as familiar with the 
content of their own position pa¬ 
pers as we are. 

2) Now please contrast our ap¬ 
proach with the approach taken 
by ISKCON's leadership to the dis¬ 
semination of our viewpoint. They 
will first and foremost warn per¬ 
sons to "beware" of us and not ac¬ 
cept our literature. If that does not 


work, they will attempt in some 
cases to physically stop us, using 
violence if necessary - please see 
the videos on our website www. 
lskconirm.com. And if that does 
not work, they will even attempt 
to go around and collect back our 
literature from those who have 
taken it! 

3) Any person who is unbi¬ 
ased will immediately note the 
radically different responses, and 
ask why? Why does one party wel¬ 
come debate, discussion, philo¬ 
sophical discourse, research and a 
serious attempt to understand all 
viewpoints, while the other shuts 
such things down? After all, if the 
IRM was as wrong as ISKCON's 
leadership has claimed, it would 
be quick and simple for them to 
show this. Why is the IRM so en¬ 
thusiastic to receive and read ar¬ 
guments opposing its position? 
Why do we have no fear of being 
proven wrong? 

4) There are two reasons for 
this. On the one hand, there is a 
confidence that any position pa¬ 
pers and arguments offered by 
ISKCON's leadership will very 
easily be dismantled by us, and 
shown to be false and contradic¬ 
tory. This confidence is based on 
the experience of hundreds of 
unrefuted IRM papers and articles 
on our website which have suc¬ 
cessfully dismantled all opposing 
challenges previously. And thus, 
our position has been unchanged 
since the beginning. Whereas, the 
GBC has had to constantly change 
the arguments it offers in "support" 


of the Great Guru Floax. 

5) But the second reason, 
which is more important, is that 
we would be happy to be prov¬ 
en wrong, since then we could 
correct ourselves rather than con¬ 
tinue to deviate. Thus, we see any 
challenge not as something to be 
feared, but merely an opportuni¬ 
ty to "churn the ocean of nectar" 
that is SrTla Prabhupada's instruc¬ 
tions. An opportunity to go deep¬ 
er in regards to the subject. For 
if we truly believe in the teach¬ 
ings of Krishna consciousness, we 
would not be fearful of losing our 
"positions", or having our "pow¬ 
er" challenged. Rather, we would 
genuinely be interested in what 
the truth is so we can adhere to 
it and thus please Krishna. And 
therefore, rather than fear being 
corrected, we actually welcome 
such correction. ISKCON's lead¬ 
ership, meanwhile, has simply at¬ 
tempted to resist rather than phil¬ 
osophically meet the challenge 
from the IRM, and thus they are 
not on the same path as the IRM. 

Hence, the IRM is actively 
seeking to confront and follow 
the evidence, wherever it may 
lead. Whereas ISKCON's leader¬ 
ship is also seeking-but seeking 
to hold on to their positions and 
power. The two different respons¬ 
es of the IRM and ISKCON's leader¬ 
ship to challenges, as described in 
paragraphs 1 and 2, demonstrate 
these two different paths.

we follow 4 principles, say for example, illic¬ 
it sex life, we can publish so many pictures 
of illicit sex life, but that will not advance 
our cause . Similarly we may make propa¬ 
ganda against animal slaughter, but that 
will not advance our real cause ." 

Thus, we should not preach on the basis of 
these issues, even though we may agree with 
them. Instead, SrTla Prabhupada stated that we 
should just directly preach about Krishna: 

"Our propaganda is different, to make 
people Krishna Conscious, which auto¬ 
matically makes them sympathetic against 
any kind of animal slaughter. [...] we sim¬ 
ply stick to Krishna, and wish to render lov¬ 
ing transcendental service unto Him. That 
should be our main objective [...] Our only 
test is how one is taking to KC [...] KC is 
based on pure understanding, not by any 
sentimental provocation." 

However, despite this clear order, ISKCON 
leaders still do not obey. For example, though 
SrTla Prabhupada states that we should only 
preach about Krishna rather than against an¬ 
imal slaughter, GBC member and GBC-elect- 
ed diksa guru HH Sivarama Swami ("SRS") 
has produced a video, broadcast on his offi¬ 
cial website, preaching specifically against an¬ 
imal slaughter, with no mention of Krishna!

edly confirming the wholesale deviation in 
ISKCON that was first pointed out by the IRM. 
And one of the items the GBC member men¬ 
tioned was that devotees have a fear of offend¬ 
ing those who do not believe in Krishna, and 
thus refrain from mentioning Him. 

Bold preaching for full surrender 

SrTla Prabhupada explained his approach 
of only directly preaching about Krishna, rath¬ 
er than any individual "moral" issue, as follows: 

"We deprecate everyone, even one who 
is against animal slaughter. [...] Everyone 
who is not a KC person is a butcher. Even 
the so-called pious man, who is not in KC, 
he is also a butcher. Because he is killing his 
own self. So in our view, everyone is butch¬ 
er, and everyone is thief also, because he is 
enjoying Krishna's property." 

Therefore, he explained that: 

"The fact is that I am the only one in In¬ 
dia who is openly criticizing, not only dem¬ 
igod worship and impersonalism, but eve¬ 
rything that falls short of complete surren¬ 
der to Krsna . My Guru Maharaja never com¬ 
promised in his preaching, nor will I nor 
should any of my students .

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The Dangers of Non-Krishna 


“Preaching” 


An example of the unauthorised non-Krishna 
preaching mentioned in the previous article is 
GBC member and GBC-elected diksa guru HH 
Sivarama Swami ("SRS") preaching against 
the consumption of all milk, unless it is spe¬ 
cifically sourced from cows that are protected 
for life (henceforward "commercial" and "pro¬ 
tected" milk, respectively). Such non-Krishna 
preaching has also led to effectively attacking 
SrTla Prabhupada. 

Offenses and karma 

In a recent podcast dated 15/7/18, which 
SRS states is directed specifically at ISKCON 
devotees, he explains why even devotees 
should not consume commercial milk: 

1) Devotees cannot claim any philosoph¬ 
ical justification for consuming commercial 
milk (which SRS calls "blood milk"): 

"So whereas we can philosophise away, 
or try to, the consumption of that type of 
blood milk doesn't really quite wash". 

2) Instead, any consumer of commercial 
milk commits offenses and incurs karma : 

"very detrimental effects on the con¬ 
sumer [...] aside from an offense that one 
is committing to one's mother, and there's 
no doubt that that's an offense, but here 
we see that karma comes. A certain karma 
comes on the consumer ." 

3) Consequently, due to the offenses and 
karma involved, devotees who consume, or 
encourage others to consume, commercial 
milk are putting themselves and others at risk: 

"So devotees should recognise that 
they're at risk and they're also putting oth¬ 
ers at risk by this type of activity." 

Srila Prabhupada implicated 

Devotees only consume commercial milk, 
or anything else, after offering it to Krishna 
and taking it as prasadam. But SRS specifical¬ 
ly makes a point of stating that this does not 
make a difference, because even devotees 
are still "at risk" if they consume commercial 
milk, as they cannot "philosophise away" this 
consumption. SRS is therefore claiming that 
commercial milk should never be consumed 
by devotees under any circumstance, period. 
Hence, even if protected milk is not available, 
SRS has stopped consuming commercial milk 
altogether, and also directed one of his centres 
in Hungary to stop such consumption and in¬ 
stead use alternatives to commercial milk such 
as soya (from SRS Podcast 21/4/11). SRS offers 


a chain of reasoning consisting of offenses, 
karma and risk for why commercial milk should 
never be consumed. SRS is therefore claiming 
that any devotee who ever consumes, or al¬ 
lows others to consume, commercial milk, 
under any circumstance, is guilty of putting 
themself and others "at risk" due to the offens¬ 
es and karma involved. Which, as we shall see, 
means that SRS is claiming that SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada also "deviated" in this way. 

Srila Prabhupada's teachings 

1) Though SrTla Prabhupada wrote of the 
mistreatment of cows used for producing com¬ 
mercial milk as early as 1965 (SB, 1.17.3, pur¬ 
port, 1965 printing), SrTla Prabhupada still re¬ 
peatedly stated that cow's milk is "essential" 
(eg., SB, 3.5.7). 

2) However, SrTla Prabhupada opened 
many more ISKCON temples than ISKCON 
farms, and thus many temples were not able 
to receive all their milk requirements from pro¬ 
tected cows. 

The combination of these facts - the ab¬ 
solute necessity to consume cow's milk and 
the lack of protected milk for the whole of 
ISKCON - means that it is just a matter of his¬ 
torical record that SrTla Prabhupada con¬ 
sumed, and authorised ISKCON to consume, 
commercial milk. As far as we know, no one 
has challenged this fact, and claimed for ex¬ 
ample that some devotees never once drank 
milk between 1966-77, because many temples 
were not able to be supplied with milk from 
an associated ISKCON farm! However, just for 
completeness, here is some brief evidence: 

a) SrTla Prabhupada's 1966 New York Jour¬ 
nal and Letter to Klrtanananda, 24/6/69, for 
example, record SrTla Prabhupada consum¬ 
ing commercial milk. Indeed, in the latter, SrTla 
Prabhupada actually comments that he pre¬ 
fers the taste of protected milk to commercial, 
meaning that although protected milk is pre¬ 
ferred, commercial milk is not prohibited. 

b) Letter to Rayarama, 21/12/67; Let¬ 
ter to Tosana Krishna, 17/2/69; Lecture, 
LA, 20/1/69; Lecture, Hawaii, 15/1/74; Lec¬ 
ture, Dallas, 3/3/75 -here SrTla Prabhupada 
makes reference to individual devotees, in¬ 
dividual temples and the whole Society con¬ 
suming milk, even though at the time, neither 
the temples concerned nor all ISKCON temples 
were receiving milk from ISKCON farms. (There 
are many more examples in the Bhaktivedanta 
Vedabase). He even states he was "so glad" to

hear that milk was being supplied to ISKCON 
from a commercial dairy free of charge (Letter, 
14/7/71), and that he wanted "every center" 
to import commercial ghee and milk powder 
from Australia (Conversation, 25 & 27/2/77). 
Thus, it is indisputable that SrTla Prabhupada 
authorised the consumption of commercial 
milk and milk products throughout ISKCON. 

Conclusion 

SRS is not only arguing that protected milk 
is always to be preferred and is the ideal stand¬ 
ard that should be implemented. And that 
SrTla Prabhupada wanted ISKCON to estab¬ 
lish self-sufficient farming communities and 
cow protection. This point is not (and definite¬ 
ly should not) be disputed. Rather, he has gone 
much further and argued that by drinking, and 
allowing devotees to drink, commercial milk, 
SrTla Prabhupada would be guilty of having 
put himself and them "at risk" of engaging in 
committing offenses and incurring karma. 

In the letter to Rayarama on 19/11/68 quot¬ 
ed in the previous article, where SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada states that we should only preach about 
Krishna and not make propaganda against an¬ 
imal slaughter, the reason he gives for this is: 

"People must be intelligent enough to 
catch up this KC movement without being 
carried away by any sentimental wave." 

Thus, due to his passion for non-Krishna 
preaching, SRS has himself gotten carried 
away by a "sentimental wave", and implicat¬ 
ed SrTla Prabhupada as having behaved in¬ 
correctly. SRS claims that the consumption of 
commercial milk involves "offenses", but it is 
his effective attack on SrTla Prabhupada's be¬ 
haviour that is the actual offensive activity oc¬ 
curring here. Which alone demonstrates, as ex¬ 
plained in the previous article, why it is essen¬ 
tial to stick to SrTla Prabhupada's order to only 
preach about Krishna.

Prasadam and Sin 

In the previous article, SRS's claim-that 
even devotees who consume commercial milk 
as prasadam will not be freed from the risk of 
offenses and karma- was disproven by the fact 
that SrTla Prabhupada consumed and directed 
others to consume commercial milk. After all, 
SrTla Prabhupada would not approve of the 
consumption of that which could not be pu¬ 
rified as prasadam. However, this can also be 
disproven philosophically. All emphases added. 

1) Prasadam is so powerful that it even 
frees one from the sin of killing: 

"offer to Krsna, then it's purified. Then 
you are free from all sinful activities. Other¬ 
wise, even if you kill vegetable, you are sin¬ 
ful because it has got life. T...1 Therefore the 
solution is that you take prasadam . If there 
is sin by eating vegetable or meat, it goes to 
the eater . We take the remnants, that's all." 
(Srlla Prabhupada, Room Conversation, 23/4/76) 

Indeed, SrTla Prabhupada even states that 
if in theory meat was offerable to Krishna, one 
would still incur no sin from eating it. Further, 
even if the sin is on a par with killing an animal, 
no sin is incurred if it is offered to Krishna and 
consumed as prasadam: 

"Even by killing vegetable, you are also 
as sinful as killing animal . But because we 
offer to Krsna, therefore we are not sinful. 
Krsna wants it." 

(Morning Walk, 22/4/74) 

But SrTla Prabhupada has never stated that 
commercial milk is "too sinful", above even an¬ 
imal killing, and thus "exempt"from this power 
of prasadam to purify, nor has he stated that it 
cannot be offered. 

2) Rather, SrTla Prabhupada lists commer¬ 
cial milk as a standard item along with other 
vegetarian foodstuffs that can be offered to 
Krishna and taken as prasadam: 

"The first thing is that in the meeting 
of Dr. Spock, you should eat there . But you 
simply eat vegetarian dishes, like fruits, 
nuts, boiled potato, biscuit, milk, etc., and 
remembering Krishna. As you will pay for 
the dinner, for the fooding, you can offer 
them to Krishna within your mind, then eat 
them as Krishna Prasadam . [...]. There is a 
verse in Vedic literature, Drabyamulyena 
Suddhati. The source of receipt of the thing, 
may be not very good, but if one pays for 
it, it becomes purified. So, vegetable diet 
when it is paid for, you can offer it in your 
mind to Krishna and take it. But this Drabya 


means eatables, and eatables meaning veg¬ 
etables, grains, milk, flowers, fruits; meat is 
not considered an eatable-it is considered 
untouchable." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 6/10/68) 

"So far attending pujas at the houses of 
the Hindus there (Trinidad) [...] we should 
not accept any prasadam prepared by them. 
However, if they insist then we can take 
fruits and milk and offer them to Krishna ." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 14/6/72) 

Thus, commercial milk is capable of being 
offered to Krishna and consumed as prasadam , 
and its status as a foodstuff is no different to 
that of any vegetarian item that is offered to 
Krishna and consumed. And SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada did not state that such offering of com¬ 
mercial milk could only be done for a limited 
time. Hence, though protected milk is to al¬ 
ways be preferred , there are no prohibitions 
on commercial milk being used as an alterna¬ 
tive whenever protected milk is not available. 

3) SRS also claims that offering commer¬ 
cial milk to Krishna, and thus turning it into 
prasadam, brings no benefit to the cow: 

"people bring up that store-bought milk 
is good karma for the cow because he's 
serving Krishna-which I don't buy". 

(SRS Podcast, 15/7/2018) 

But SrTla Prabhupada teaches: 

"The system of worshiping Krsna by of¬ 
fering flowers from a tree is also beneficial 
for the living entity who is confined to the 
bodily existence of that tree. When flowers 
and fruits are offered to Krsna, the tree that 
bore them also receives much benefit, in¬ 
directly. The arcana process, or worshiping 
procedure, is therefore beneficial for every¬ 

one . [...] the cows and the elderly gopis who 
offered milk to Krsna were also elevated to 
the transcendental position." 

(KRSNA Book , Vol. 1,Ch.6) 

SrTla Prabhupada states that the worship¬ 
ping procedure benefits everyone, including the 


living entity from whom the offerings used in 
the worshipping procedure are derived, giv¬ 
ing the example of the tree from which fruits 
were offered. Thus, the cowthat supplied the 
milk used in the offerings made to Krishna 
as part of worshipping Him would similarly 
also benefit. And we have just established in 
point 2 that commercial milk can be offered to 
Krishna in exactly the same way fruits are of¬ 
fered to Krishna. Thus, as just quoted, a living 
entity, such as a commercial cow, whose prod¬ 
ucts were offered to Krishna would get "much 
benefit" from doing so. 

Self-Love Continues to Flourish 

In BTP 57, in the article "Loving Krishna 
Rather Than Oneself", we exposed the preach¬ 
ing of "self-love", rather than exclusive love of 
Krishna, by ISKCON's leaders. To illustrate how 
deeply this "self-love" teaching has infiltrated 
ISKCON, please see the flyer above for a pro¬ 
gram organised by ISKCON Midrand in South 
Africa, to be held at its Govinda's restaurant. 

Even mainstream materialists accept that 
"self-love" is a sign of narcissism and advise 
that we love someone other than ourselves, 
such as family, friends and so on, which for 
devotees would mean Krishna: 

"We have got the propensity to love. 
Love means somebody else. [...] So we have 
manufactured so many types of love except 
God." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 12/11/73) 

And yet here we see that the very title of 
a program organised by ISKCON is "Self-Love"! 
With the speakers for the program being ad¬ 
vertised as persons who can help you live the 
"life of your dreams" and accomplish "remark¬ 
able achievements" through "self-belief", and 
help the "body heal anything" (from the bios 
of speakers given on the flyer). Thus, in line 
with the title, it's all about what one can do for 
oneself, with no mention at all of Krishna, nev¬ 
er mind serving or loving Him.

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Reviving Snla Prabhupada’s 


Accepting SrTla Prabhupada's authority by 
quoting only his recorded statements-the 
Prabhupada-Only Paradigm (POP) -is the 
antithesis of the Prabhupada-Free Paradigm 
(PFP), where conclusions are reached without 
reference to SrTla Prabhupada's authoritative, 
recorded statements. Here, we further deline¬ 
ate the need for the POP over the PFP. 

There is no dispute 

The POP itself is authorised as it is based 
on SrTla Prabhupada's recorded statements: 

"Unless it is there from me in writing, 
there are so many things that "Prabhupada 
said." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 2/9/75) 

"just like in our ISKCON there are so 
many false things: "Prabhupada said this, 
Prabhupada said that." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 7/11/72) 

"Some inexperienced man, he intro¬ 
duces some concoction. Sometimes they 
say, "Prabhupada said it." More mislead¬ 
ing. Yes." 

(Srila Prabhupada, Morning Walk, 3/2/75) 

"Just like in our Society, sometimes 
they do something nonsense and they say, 
"Prabhupada said." (laughter) They are do¬ 
ing that. We know that. It is deteriorated 
like that." 

(Srila Prabhupada, Room Conversation, 10/5/75) 

Thus, though it seems like the POP is some 
"new" thing that the IRM has "introduced", it 
only seems like this because for so long devo¬ 
tees have lost the idea of depending exclusive¬ 
ly on SrTla Prabhupada's authority. Following 
SrTla Prabhupada's physical disappearance, so 
many other "sources" of "evidence" have be¬ 
come commonplace in ISKCON: 

a) Teachings from "learned sadhus" in the 
GaudTya Matha and elsewhere. 

b) "Jumping over" SrTla Prabhupada by di¬ 
rectly consulting the books of the previous 
acaryas not translated and commented on, or 
directly approved, by the "current link" and 
present Acarya, SrTla Prabhupada. 

c) Stories and "testimonies" from devotees 
of what they supposedly "heard", "learned", 
and "understood" from SrTla Prabhupada. 

Therefore, as the quotes above prove, the 
IRM is only reviving SrTla Prabhupada's origi¬ 
nal teachings by insisting on the POP. It should 
not even be something that needs to be de¬ 
bated or mentioned, as SrTla Prabhupada has 
himself stated the need to rely only on his re¬ 


corded words. The very fact that we have to 
continually point out the need for the POP 
rather than the PFP, just shows the sorry state 
of affairs we are now faced with (for example, 
see the very next article!) 

Why the PFP flourishes 

Given that the POP should be undisputed 
in ISKCON since ISKCON is supposed to accept 
SrTla Prabhupada as its authority and Acarya, 
why does the PFP, rather than only the POP, 
still exist? The answer is that the PFP exists to 
fulfil our desire. If SrTla Prabhupada does not 
say what one wants him to say, then one is 
forced to rely on other means to support one's 
desire, such as some other authority, or simply 
claiming that SrTla Prabhupada said it without 
any evidence-i.e, the PFP. 

So, for example, after SrTla Prabhupada's 
physical disappearance, many persons were 
and are today ambitious to take his place as 
successor diksa gurus. If they rely on the POP 
they are stuck, because although SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada did state in writing on July 9th, 1977 
that he would continue in ISKCON as its diksa 
guru, he never gave any recorded statement 
calling for his replacement as ISKCON's diksa 
guru. One is then forced to rely on the PFP and 
just claim without evidence that SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada made arrangements for successor diksa 
gurus. Thus, for example, GBC-elected diksa 
guru HH Sivarama Swami ("SRS") claims that 
SrTla Prabhupada appointed those who acted 
as diksa gurus: 

"They were the people who first act¬ 
ed as spiritual masters. [...] They're trying 
to prove that they weren't appointed, but 
they were appointed." 

(SRS, Rtvik Istagosthi, Budapest, 17/7/08) 

But instead of providing a recorded state¬ 
ment from SrTla Prabhupada appointing such 
diksa gurus, SRS merely testifies that this is 
what SrTla Prabhupada did, without evidence. 

False statements 

In BTP 57, "The Logic of the POP", it was ex¬ 
plained that we do not know for sure that the 
testimony of a devotee is correct, even if they 
appear to be speaking in good faith, and there¬ 
fore to be 100% certain we must rely only on 
SrTla Prabhupada's recorded statements. But in 
addition to always being uncertain, it can also 
be shown that in many cases testimonies are 
definitely false. Thus, for example, although 
we have just quoted SRS testifying that SrTla

Prabhupada appointed successor diksa gurus, 
one of these supposedly appointed successor 
diksa gurus, HH Tamala Krishna Goswami 
("TKG"), himself claimed the exact opposite: 

"Actually, Prabhupada never appointed 
any gurus. He didn't appoint eleven gurus." 
(TKG, Topanga Canyon tapes, 3/12/80) 

Clearly, therefore, at least one of these 
persons is not speaking truthfully about what 
SrTla Prabhupada did. 

Similarly, when referring to the history of 
the first 11 (unauthorised) successor diksa gu¬ 
rus, who appeared in ISKCON straight after 
SrTla Prabhupada's physical disappearance, 
one of these 11 successor diksa gurus, HH 
Hridayananda Dasa Goswami ("HD"), claims: 

"In fact, neither the GBC nor the first 
ISKCON gurus after Prabhupada ever thought 
that the number should be limited to 11." 
(HD, 4/11/17, emphasis added) 

However, another one of these 11 succes¬ 
sor diksa gurus and GBC member at the time, 
Satsvarupa Dasa ("SD"), claims: 

"In 1978, the concept began that only 
eleven persons should be initiating acaryas . 
[...] I was not the one to see a defect in the 
procedures" 

(SD, "ISKCON in the 1970s", emphasis added) 

Thus, two gurus and GBC members offer 
opposite testimonies regarding whether or 
not it was thought by the gurus and GBC that 
there should only be 11 gurus. Again, one of 
these persons is not telling the truth. We have 
previously given many other examples of such 
contradictory claims, where at least one of the 
claims must be untrue. 

Conclusion 

Hence, in addition to the PFP always be¬ 
ing inconclusive, many times the claims can be 
shown to be outright false. Thus, the only so¬ 
lution to this uncertainty and falsehood is the 
POP-or relying only on SrTla Prabhupada's re¬ 
corded words.

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Rejecting Srila Prabhupada’s Authority 


In BTP 54, ''Another Stunning PFP Case Study", 
we exposed a paper, IA77, for relying on the 
authority of the Srimad-Bhagavatam cantos 
produced by guru hoaxer HH Hridayananda 
Dasa Goswami ("HD"). As a result, a follow¬ 
up paper by the same authors, ISKCON Singa¬ 
pore, titled "About Quoting from 11th and 
12th Cantos of Srimad-Bhagavatam" (hence- 
foward"AQ") admits that there has been "re¬ 
peated criticism of His Grace Sundar Gopal 
Prabhu by many people for his quoting from 
the part of Srimad-Bhagavatam not trans¬ 
lated by Srila Prabhupada". However, rath¬ 
er than accept such legitimate criticism from 
many devotees, AQ foolishly attempts to de¬ 
fend this guru hoaxer Bhagavatam. All state¬ 
ments in the shaded boxes below are from AQ. 

Defending the PFP with... the PFP! 

"Srila Prabhupada made arrangements for the 
entire Bhagavatam to be available". 

However, AQ does not present any evi¬ 
dence from Srila Prabhupada to support this 
claim. Instead, only the following testimony 
from Pradyumna Dasa ("PRD") is given: 

"He [Srila Prabhupada] asked me, "So, in my ab¬ 
sence, you can complete the SrTmad Bhagava¬ 
tam ?"i said, "Yes, Prabhupada I'll try to do that." 
"Yes,"he said, "Okay, good."I said, "If I have ques¬ 
tions, I could ask Sridhar Maharaj?" He said, "Yes, 
you can ask him questions, yes, that's good." 

- Memories: Anecdotes of a Modern-Day Saint 

a) Therefore, in an act of complete self-de¬ 
feat, the answer to the original charge of not 
relying on the authority of Srila Prabhupada's 
recorded words (the PFP or Prabhupada-Free 
Paradigm), is to again rely on the PFP, and not 
quote Srila Prabhupada's recorded words! 

b) Presenting this testimony as "evidence" 
is also self-defeating because it accepts that 
those who actually completed the Bhagav¬ 
atam, HD and his team, were not authorised to 
do so by Srila Prabhupada, since it claims that 
it was PRD who had been authorised! Indeed 
AQ even admits this, stating: 

"Hrdayananda dasa GosvamI then entered the 
scene and stole the service of translation". 

Guru hoax promoted 

The offered testimony of PRD also claims 
that we must accept Gaudlya Matha guru 
Sridhar Maharaja as an authority to be con¬ 
sulted. And by rejecting the authority of only 
Srila Prabhupada's recorded instructions and 


instead putting forward testimony as author¬ 
itative evidence, one must then accept all tes¬ 
timonies and memories as authoritative ev¬ 
idence. Yet, some of these testimonies claim 
that Srila Prabhupada similarly"made arrange¬ 
ments" for the guru hoax. Indeed, even PRD, 
whose word is put forward here as being au¬ 
thoritative, also offers testimony claiming that 
Srila Prabhupada authorised the guru hoax: 

"the Godbrothers who were selected by 
Srila Prabhupada to accept disciples. [...] 
The 11 gurus may be known as acaryas only 
in the second sense of the word-to their 
disciples" 

(Letter to Satsvarupa from PRD, 7/8/78) 

Thus, by accepting testimony, rather than 
only Srila Prabhupada, as authoritative, testi¬ 
mony supporting Gaudlya Matha gurus and 
the guru hoax must also be accepted. And yet 
this use of testimony has been put forward by 
a group claiming to reject both the Gaudlya 
Matha and.the guru hoax! 

In addition, just as the guru hoax is only 
based on testimonies, as shown in the previ¬ 
ous article, the same method has been used 
here to justify the hoaxer Bhagavatam-with 
only testimony rather than evidence from Srila 
Prabhupada offered. 

The PFP defeated by the POP 

On May 28th, 1977, Srila Prabhupada was 
specifically asked how to translate works he 
had "not yet translated", and answered: 

Srila Prabhupada: "But amongst our dis¬ 
ciples, I don't think there are many who can 
translate properly." 

Ramesvara: " None . We're not eager to 
publish anything which is not perfect, be¬ 
cause you have already set the highest stand¬ 
ard for the BBT. The name BBT means the high¬ 
est standard right now in the world." 

Srila Prabhupada: " That is good answer ." 
(Conversations with Srila Prabhupada, 28/5/77, 
Vol. 33, BBT, p. 270-271, emphases added) 

Thus, just a few months before his depar¬ 
ture, Srila Prabhupada is directly asked who 
could translate a work like the uncompleted 
Bhagavatam. Yet Srila Prabhupada does not 
mention the name of PRD or anyone else to 
do such translations. Rather, he agrees with 
Ramesvara that actually no one is qualified to 
do this work! Hence, not only is there no evi¬ 
dence from Srila Prabhupada that he author¬ 
ised PRD or anyone else to translate the Bhaga¬ 
vatam, here there is evidence from him that he 


did not do this-because as we shall see such 
translators must be "very realised". 

Guru hoax supporters not realised 

Although AQ claims that only PRD was 
authorised by Srila Prabhupada to complete 
the Bhagavatam, it argues that Srila Prabhu¬ 
pada would have also approved of anyone 
else, such as HD and Gopiparanadhana Dasa 
("GPD"), doing the translation, because: 

"Srila Prabhupada considered only the linguis¬ 
tic abilities of a person and his/her willingness 
to take instructions from him as good enough 
qualifications to perform translation services." 

However, in the same May 28th, 1977 con¬ 
versation just quoted, Srila Prabhupada states: 

"Our translation must be documents. 
They are not ordinary... One cannot become 
unless one is very realized. It is not A-B-C-D 
translation." 

Thus, since GPD accepted the deviant guru 
hoax, and HD acted as a guru hoaxer: 

a) Both HD and GPD do not satisfy Srila 
Prabhupada's standard that such translators 
of scripture must be "very realized". 

b) Nor do they satisfy AQ's own standard 
that they must have a "willingness to take in¬ 
structions" from Srila Prabhupada. 

c) Nor, by accepting their Bhagavatam, are 
such guru hoax supporters being "neglected 
or disregarded", as IA77 directs. 

AQ also supports the deviation of "jump¬ 
ing over" the current link, Srila Prabhupada, 
by promoting the guru hoaxer Bhagavatam's 
translations of the previous acaryas: 

"in the purports, commentaries of great acar¬ 
yas are quoted. [...] as far as the acaryas' com¬ 
mentaries are quoted, it is fine to read." 

Conclusion 

Therefore, by using the PFP to desperately 
support the guru hoaxer Bhagavatam, the fol¬ 
lowing deviations have been introduced: 

a) Not accepting only Srila Prabhupada's 
authority. 

b) Accepting the authority of a rival Gaud¬ 
lya Matha guru. 

c) Accepting the guru hoax. 

d) Rejecting Srila Prabhupada's statements, 
as well as contradicting one's own statements, 
in order to claim that deviant guru hoax sup¬ 
porters are "very realised" Vaisnavas. 

e) Supporting the "jumping over" of Srila 
Prabhupada. 

This is how dangerous the PFP is.

Editor replies: 

1) There is no question of my "liking" or 
"not liking" any particular project. In BTP 51, in 
the article 'The Unauthorised Cantos", we pre¬ 
sented facts and quotes from SrTla Prabhupada 
regarding the Srimad-Bhagavatam Cantos 11, 
12 and part of Canto 10, which were complet¬ 
ed while under the deep illusion of the guru 
hoax. No one has been able to, nor could one, 
refute those facts. Indeed, to appreciate just 
how futile such an exercise is, please see the 
previous article, where one group has spectac¬ 
ularly failed in its attempt to defend the guru- 
hoax-produced Srimad-Bhagavatam. 

2) You state that these translations given 
by guru hoaxer Hridayananda are better than 
those given by a " karm / with ambitions only 
to see their name on a piece of paper". How¬ 
ever, just 2 sentences later, you state that Hri¬ 
dayananda (like his guru hoaxer colleagues) is 
an "egomaniac guru-star", who is impervious 
to any attempts to reform his deviant nature. 
Thus, by your own reasoning, Hridayananda, as 
an "egomaniac" deviant, would be in the same 
category as an ambitious karm / desirous of 
seeing his name on a piece of paper.

Who to associate with? 

"What is the harm in continuing to associ¬ 
ate with the current ISKCON movement, even 
though they are deviating? Surely, their associ¬ 
ation is better than no association at all?"

Editor replies: 

1) You have already accepted the IRM's ir¬ 
refutable proofs that ISKCON today is devi¬ 
ating. Thus, you know that ISKCON's current 
guru system unapologetically promotes the 
idea that it is okay to worship potentially con¬ 
ditioned souls as though they are as good as 
God. Hence, you have to accept that in this 
way, by mixing the spiritual with the materi¬ 
al, everything is made cheap, which is the very 
definition of sahajiya: 

"That is sahajiya, which means a class of 
men that take everything very cheap." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 15/6/72) 

Indeed, in the BTP article, "Documenting 
The New Sahajiya Movement" {BTP 38), which 
can be read here- 

www.iskconirm.com/sahajiya 
-we prove in detail how ISKCON's devia¬ 
tions have turned them into a sahajiya move¬ 
ment. Thus, ISKCON in its current state is at 
best a sahajiya movement, or apa-sampradaya. 
Regarding such movements, we are strictly for¬ 
bidden to associate with them: 

"Therefore Srila Bhaktivinoda Tbaku- 
ra has condemned. There are so many 
apa-sampradaya going on in the name of 
Caitanya Mahaprabhu's devotee. Who are 
they? Aula , baula , kartabhaja, neda, dara- 
vesa, sahi, sahajiya [...] he says, " I do not 
associate with these classes of men"." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 27/3/75, emphases 
added) 

2) In order to understand why the preach¬ 
ing of wrong philosophical ideas in ISKCON is 
so harmful, consider the following examples. 
In 1970, SrTla Prabhupada wrote: 

"I have heard that Brahmananda is 
preaching about me that I am Krsna, that 
I am Siipersoul, that I have withdrawn my 
mercy from the disciples, that I have left

the Society and so on. I do not know how 
far they are correct, but I have written him a 
letter that he may not do something which 
may harm the interest of the Society . You 
are also one of the members of the GBC, so 
you can think over very deeply how to save 
the situation. It is a fact however that the 
great sinister movement is within our Soci¬ 

ety . I have not heard anything from Krsna 
das or Syamasundara, so all of you may try 
to save the Society from this dangerous po¬ 

sition ." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 2/9/70, emphases added) 

Therefore: 

a) Just one person-Brahmananda-was 
suspected of preaching a wrong idea and that 
was enough for SrTla Prabhupada to issue a 
dire warning that it could "harm the interest of 
the Society". And that the whole Society had a 
"great sinister movement" within it and was in 
a "dangerous position". 

b) At this time, SrTla Prabhupada was still 
very much in charge, he was still the sole diksa 
guru, and the vast majority of his followers 
were simply trying to serve him faithfully. So 
imagine how bad the situation is now when 
a "sinister movement" has completely taken 
over ISKCON such that no one is now strictly 
following his instructions, and SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada has been removed as the initiating spir¬ 
itual master and replaced by deviants who are 
subverting the movement wholesale, as docu¬ 
mented in BTP. For a summary of such whole¬ 
sale deviation, please see "ISKCON's New Mis¬ 
sion" in BTP 30 (www.iskconirm.com/mis- 
sion), and "ISKCON at 50: A Review" (www.isk- 
conirm.com/50). 

Here is another quote showing the dire 
consequences of even one deviation from the 
systems SrTla Prabhupada established: 

"The meeting of the GBC appeared to be 
very unconstitutional, because all the men 
were not informed or invited. [...] Anything 
whatever is done is done, but the whole 
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thing appeared to be giving all power to 
Atreya Rsi. [...] What will happen when I 
am not here, shall everything be spoiled by 
GBC?" 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 11/4/72) 

Therefore: 

a) In the above example, the only thing 
that happened was that one meeting was held 
without following the proper procedure, and 
thus all power was given to Atreya Rsi Dasa. 

b) As a result of the incident, Srila Prabhu¬ 
pada asked: "What will happen when I am 
not here, shall everything be spoiled by 
GBC?" And history has shown that the answer 
to Srila Prabhupada's question is “yes". 

3) Thus, rather than associate with such 
a deviated, sinister, sahajiya movement, we 
should work to directly oppose it, so we can 
save devotees from such a movement. 

Instead, it is fine to remain in just the asso¬ 
ciation of your spiritual master, Srila Prabhu¬ 
pada, when others are lacking for one reason 
or another: 

"If one thinks that there are many pseu¬ 
do devotees or nondevotees in the Krsna 
Consciousness Society, one can keep direct 
company with the spiritual master". 

(Cc., Madhya-lila, 19.157) 

"it is described here that one has to as¬ 
sociate with liberated persons not directly, 
physically, but by understanding, through 
philosophy and logic, the problems of life." 
(SB, 3.31.48, emphasis added) 

The current link 

"Of course Srila Prabhupada only is the dik- 
sha guru, because my so-called spiritual mas¬ 
ter has falldown from the GBC/spiritual master; 
now my question is 'who is going to take me 
back', back to Godhead, because the chain of 
succession is broken."

Editor replies: 

Yes, you are correct that only Srila Prabhu¬ 
pada is the diksa guru. The fact is that one is 
connected to the parampara via the current 
link: 

"As already stated, Brahma is the orig¬ 
inal spiritual master for the universe, and 
since he was initiated by the Lord Himself, 
the message of Srimad-Bhagavatam is com¬ 
ing down by disciplic succession, and in or¬ 
der to receive the real message of Srimad- 
Bhagavatam one should approach the cur¬ 
rent link, or spiritual master, in the chain of 


disciplic succession." 

(SB, 2.9.7) 

That current link is Srila Prabhupada. Thus, 
one is never connected by those who have un- 
authorisedly taken Srila Prabhupada's posi¬ 
tion, regardless of whether or not such persons 
have externally "fallen down" into gross sense 
gratification. Hence, the question of anyone 
other than Srila Prabhupada taking one back 
to Godhead does not even arise! 

Going to hell for speaking the truth 

The following letter was sent to us by 
Narahari Dasa from Sao Paulo, Brazil, and our 
response is interspersed in coloured text be¬ 
tween his statements below: 

"Can you tell me why you absolutely use 
no picture of any of your leaders in any of your 
magazines or web site?" 

Our leader is Srila Prabhupada, and his pic¬ 
ture appears everywhere in our magazines and 
on our website! 

"And specially how can you find absolutely 
any moral or ethic in creating a institution with 
basically no other active apart than to criticize 
another institution?" 

We are speaking the truth. Hence, one can 
"absolutely" find "moral or ethic" in speaking 
the truth, as we are directed to do this by Srila 
Prabhupada: 

"Facts should not be misrepresented. 
[...] The truth should be spoken in a straight 
and forward way, so that others will under¬ 
stand actually what the facts are. If a man is 
a thief and if people are warned that he is a 
thief, that is truth. Although sometimes the 
truth is unpalatable, one should not refrain 
from speaking it. Truthfulness demands 
that the facts be presented as they are for 
the benefit of others." 

(Bg., 10.4-5) 

The key point is whether what we are stat¬ 
ing is the truth or not If it is not, then it is un¬ 
necessary fault-finding: 

"Apaisunam means that one should not 
find fault with others or correct them un¬ 
necessarily. Of course to call a thief a thief 
is not faultfinding, but to call an honest 
person a thief is very much offensive for 
one who is making advancement in spirit¬ 
ual life." 

(Bg., 16.1-3) 

Therefore, Srila Prabhupada distinguishes 
between two types of criticism. That which is 
truthful, and which should be engaged in. And

that which is not truthful, which should not be 
done. Since our statements are all truthful, we 
are engaging in the correct activity. And the 
truths we are speaking relate-to the most im¬ 
portant subject matter in the world-Krishna 
consciousness. Thus, since Srila Prabhupada 
states that truth must be spoken for the "ben¬ 
efit of others", as quoted above, the truths we 
are speaking are providing the most important 
benefit to others. 

"Can you please tell me how you can find 
courage to install and declare ideas against the 
perfect and axiomatic transcendental system 
of spiritual knowledge by which the all per¬ 
fect Spiritual Master has the right to examine 
and evaluate if the candidate for spiritual de¬ 
velopment is really genuine and worth to be 
accepted as a disciple or if not [...] How you 
dare to consider yourselves so much transcen¬ 
dental, so much pure, so much illuminated to 
take away from Bhaktivedanta Swami Prabhu¬ 
pada the right to decide who he want as a dis¬ 
ciple or not????!!!!! The spiritual master is free 
for decide for himself!! Who do you think you 
are????" 

The spiritual master is also free to decide 
to delegate that responsibility to others if he 
so chooses. And Srila Prabhupada did choose 
to do this. Many of his disciples never even met 
him and thus it is a fact that he had delegated 
the responsibility for evaluating them to oth¬ 
ers. Such delegation was then formalised for 
the whole movement on July 9th, 1977 by Srila 
Prabhupada establishing ftviks (representa¬ 
tives). They were empowered to accept disci¬ 
ples on Srila Prabhupada's behalf without con¬ 
sulting him, as long as the disciples had been 
recommended by the Temple President: 

"After considering the recommendation, 
these representatives may accept the devo¬ 
tee as an initiated disciple of Srila Prabhu- 
pad". 

(9/7/77 directive, signed by Srila Prabhupada, on 
the process for initiations for ISKCON's future) 
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Hence: how you dare to consider your¬ 
self so much transcendental, so much pure, 
so much illuminated to take away from 
Bhaktivedanta Swami Prabhupada the right to 
delegate to others to decide who he wants as 
a disciple or not????!!!!! The spiritual master is 
free to decide for himself!! Who do you think 
you are???? 

"How can you preach anything to anyone 
in this way? The doors of hell are very nicely 
open to you all no matter what service you 
have done in the past for Prabhupada." 

Thus, we are to be sent to hell for speak¬ 
ing the truth. By those claiming to be devotees 
of God no less! Such is the state of Kali-yuga 
(the spiritually degraded age in which we live), 
where the greatest sin seems to be to speak 
the truth and expose falsehood.

I came to Krishna Consciousness roughly 6 
months ago when finding the Bhogavad-gita 
As It Is at my local used book store. I was im¬ 
mediately drawn to the book, and soon deeply 
immersing myself within the nectar of its pag¬ 
es. I began scavenging for other books in the 
same used book store in which I have found 


a small handful. I have read them all multi¬ 
ple times, and continue to do so. This new¬ 
found knowledge of God (Krishna) has led me 
to live a life that is as close to a devotee as I 
can. I am chanting 16+ rounds of the Maha- 
mantra daily. I am eating vegetarian, studying 
daily, sharing what I learned with others, and 
have about persuaded my wife to begin chant¬ 
ing Hare Krishna.

I am currently trying to learn the de¬ 
tails of prasad. I have some basics in a book by 
Srila Prabhupada. 

Since then, I have been searching for other 
Hare Krishna groups that I may learn from, and 
spend time with devotees. In my search, I have 
come across multiple disheartened ISKCON 
devotees who have left the movement due to 
many changes of ISKCON's dealings and phi¬ 
losophies. Being an outsider, I have no direct 
knowledge of such things, and can only know 
what others have experienced. This search has 
led me to the ISKCON Revival Movement page. 
I am deeply interested in this. 

This leads me to the next question I face. I 
have a strong desire for diksha. However, with 
the lack of Hare Krishna devotees/gurus in 
my area, this seems impossible. Srila Prabhu¬ 
pada states that one cannot understand Lord 
Krishna without being a devotee. Can I take 
Srila Prabhupada as my guru and study his 
teachings alone? Is diksho something that can 
be done via distance? 

Lastly, it is my hope to then begin a street 
ministry-bringing others to Krishna Con¬ 
sciousness via book distribution, preaching, 
Hare Krishna Sankirtan, etc. Here in the Jack¬ 
sonville NC area we are consumed with mili¬ 
tary mentality due to Camp Lejeune Marines.

I chant 4 rounds a day now, but one 
round takes me about 25 minutes. So I chant 
about 1 hour 40 minutes in total. Would you 
say that that was enough? To chant 16 rounds 
would take me 6 hours 40 minutes.

Editor replies: 

1) You should gradually increase the num¬ 
ber of rounds you chant, one at a time, but 
never go below. Right now you are at 4, so aim 
for 5 next: 

"You fix up your rounds. Try to increase 
it but never decrease it." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 17/12/67) 

Go at a pace and level that you can sustain, 
advancing gradually: 

"Slow but sure, that is our motto". 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 27/11 /71) 

2) As for the issue of time, Srila Prabhu¬ 
pada states that with constant practice, the 
speed will slowly but naturally increase: 

"Chanting japa should be done early in 
the morning with full concentration prefer¬ 
ably during the Brahma-muhurta time. Con¬ 
centrate fully on the sound vibration of the 
mantra, pronouncing each name distinctly 
and gradually your speed in chanting will 
increase naturally . Do not worry so much 
about chanting fast, most important is the 
hearing." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 6/1 /72, emphasis added) 


"Dear Krishnakant, 

Thanks very much for your email and your 
advice and your encouraging words. I do ap¬ 
preciate it. I have actually managed to increase 
my daily number of rounds to, normally 6, but 
anyway at least 5 per day.

The ultimate goal 

"Dear Krishnakant Prabhu and Staff, 

Hare Krishna. Obeisances. All glories to 
Srila Prabhupada. 

I recently received and read BTP. All the ar- 
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tides including BTP Interactive were very in¬ 
formative as usual. Thank you for your service. 

My question is about prayojana, the ulti¬ 
mate goal of life. I have noticed that Prabhu¬ 
pada sometimes says love of God is prayoja¬ 
na and sometimes going back home, back to 
Godhead is prayojana. I certainly do not ques¬ 
tion Prabhupada's teaching but am somewhat 
perplexed as to how two seemingly different 
things could be the ultimate goal of life. 

The most striking example is CC [Sri Cait- 
anya-caritamrta - Ed.], Madhya-lila, 20.124 and 
20.125 as follows. 

Madhya , 20.124: "The Vedic literatures give 
information about the living entity's eternal re¬ 
lationship with Krsna, which is called samband- 
ha. The living entity's understanding of this re¬ 
lationship and his acting accordingly is called 
abhidheya. Returning home, back to Godhead, 
is the ultimate goal of life and is called prayoja¬ 
na." 

Madhya, 20.125: "Devotional service, or 
sense activity for the satisfaction of the Lord, is 
called abhidheya because it can develop one's 
original love of Godhead, which is the goal of 
life. This goal is the living entity's topmost in¬ 
terest and greatest wealth. Thus one attains 
the platform of transcendental loving service 
unto the Lord." 

I consider this striking because in CC, Lord 
Caitanya really stresses the ultimate goal of life 
as being love of God. Madhya-lila, Chapter 23 
is even titled "Life's Ultimate Goal-Love of God¬ 
head". 

Another place in CC where Prabhupada 
says prayojana is to go back home, back to 
Godhead is Adi-lila , 7.106, purport, where 
Vedanta-sutra is discussed. The 6th para¬ 
graph starting with: "As mentioned above, the 
Vedanta-sutra consists of four chapters." And 
ending with: "This ultimate goal of life is to 
go back home, back to Godhead. The words 
anavrttih sabdat in the Vedanta-sutra indicate 
this ultimate goal." 

I have seen many other places where 
Prabhupada says going back home, back to 
Godhead is the ultimate goal but perhaps an 
equal number where he says love of God or 
loving service to God is the ultimate goal of 
life. 

I have also observed in Krishna's teachings 
in the Bhagavad-gita that the ultimate goal is 
clearly going to Krishna's abode, or as Prabhu¬ 
pada would put it, going back to Godhead. But 
Lord Caitanya's teachings focus on love of God 


as the ultimate goal of life. But when sharing 
information with others what does one say is 
the ultimate goal of life because both of them 
are accurate according to our scriptures? Is this 
why Prabhupada says both things?

As regards to your question, please note 
the following. If one develops love of God, go¬ 
ing back to Godhead automatically follows: 

"The Krsna consciousness movement 
is so potent that by adopting these princi¬ 
ples of life and developing love of God one 
can very easily go back home, back to God¬ 
head" 

(SB, 4.12.25) 

The two cannot be separated. It's like say¬ 
ing the goal of life is to buy a plane ticket to 
New York, while another person says the goal 
of life is to go to New York. They are both the 
same, as ope cannot exist without the other, 
and one means the other: 

If you have gone back to Godhead, you will 
have achieved love of God. 

If you have achieved love of God, you will 
go back to Godhead. 

Thus, your conclusion, that both are accu¬ 
rate, is correct.

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Only Snla Prabhupada’s Teachings Required 


The practice of going outside SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's teachings to get "spiritual help" has 
now reached absurd levels, with even mate¬ 
rial knowledge being promoted as necessary 
for advancing in Krishna consciousness. The 
quotes in shaded boxes are from a book ti¬ 
tled Realizing Our Empathic Nature: Connect¬ 
ed to Krishna by GBC member and GBC-elect- 
ed diksa guru HH Bir Krishna Dasa Goswami 
("BKG"). All emphases added. 

GBC promotes new teachings 

BKG states that he needed something that 
would lead to attaining Krishna consciousness: 
"I feel pain when I don't see devotees expe¬ 
riencing great happiness. So, I naturally want 
to facilitate their attainment of blissful Krishna 

consciousness . [...] Therefore I searched for 
something that would transform devotees' 
consciousness with respect to relationships, 
both internally and externally". 

He therefore became a follower of Clinical 
Psychologist Marshall B. Rosenberg: 

"led me to take the practical action of studying 
sociology and relationship strategies [...] My 
search for understanding brought me to the 
teachings of Nonviolent Communication (NVC) 
by Marshal B. Rosenberg, PhD., which deals 
with an individual's underlying basic needs 
[...] I studied NVC, attended workshops". 

This also involved him attending a "10 day 
long" intensive training course with Rosen¬ 
berg. He has subsequently spread Rosenberg's 
teachings to the society of devotees: 

"I adapted the NVC principles of need facilita¬ 
tion to Krishna consciousness. In the process. I 
developed workshops and seminars that have 

been well-received in the society of devotees ." 

Rosenberg's teachings involve methods to 
"connect empathically with self and others to 
have more satisfying relationships". 

Not Krishna conscious 

However, these teachings are not Krishna 
conscious. Here are just 2 examples: 
"Empathic communication focuses on human 
needs. [...] Basic bodily needs [...] Shelter [...] 
Interconnectedness - reciprocation, giving, re¬ 
ceiving. Self-satisfaction - self acceptance, au¬ 
tonomy [...] Acknowledgement [...] we can 
celebrate when a need has been met, or devel¬ 
op a plan for fulfilling a need that is not met." 

But we are only supposed to satisfy Krish¬ 
na's needs, not focus on how to meet our own 
mundane needs: 


"human energy is primarily meant for 
purifying the senses in order to be engaged 
in satisfying the senses of the Supreme 
Lord." 

[SB, 2.5.30) 

"we should endeavor to understand 
Krsna. We should not worry about eating 
and sleeping, for the needs of the body are 
already arranged." 

(71/C, Vs. 2) 

"When needs are not being met, that is what 
stimulates anger [...] Once the needs have 
been addressed, there will no longer be any 
impetus towards anger. [...] Being angry is not 
wrong. See anger as a positive." 

But SrTla Prabhupada states that it is only 
possible to give up anger by becoming Krishna 
conscious, and that anger is not positive: 

"So angry, we can give up anger only 
when we are Krsna conscious. Otherwise it 
is not possible to give up lust and anger. It 
is not possible". 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 31/8/66) 

"then I become angry, and by anger, I 
forget myself. Then my intelligence is lost, 
and I may commit havoc." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 29/4/66) 

No outside teachings authorised 

In ISKCON, the path for the "attainment of 
blissful Krishna consciousness" and to "trans¬ 
form devotees' consciousness" is only one - 
the path of Krishna consciousness as given by 
SrTla Prabhupada. Even if Rosenberg's teach¬ 
ings were not opposed to Krishna conscious¬ 
ness, it would not matter, because we are not 
authorised to go outside SrTla Prabhupada's 
teachings, period. SrTla Prabhupada was 
against doing this even when one was con¬ 
sulting some "spiritual" subject matter, not 
to speak of "psychology" teachings that have 
zero connection to Krishna consciousness: 

" There is no need by any of my disciples 
to read any books besides my books-in 

fact, such reading may be detrimen¬ 

tal to their advancement in Krishna con¬ 
sciousness. [...] what need is there to read 
Caitanya Caritamrta translated by someone 
else. You are right to stop such reading." 
(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 20/1/72) 

"Brahmananda Swami has read me your 
letter regarding the students there reading 
other books. I request you to stop this prac¬ 
tice ." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 13/10/73) 



Srlla Prabhupada: 

Only his teachings are required 


This prohibition is there because: 

"In my books the philosophy of Krishna 
Consciousness is explained fully ". 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 22/11/74) 

"So there is nothing to be said new. 
Whatever I have to speak, I have spoken in 
my books." 

(Srlla Prabhupada, Conversation, 17/5/77) 

Thus, the issue is not just these specific 
teachings being propagated by BKG, but any 
attempt to introduce teachings outside of 
those given by SrTla Prabhupada. SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada has never stated that we need anything 
other than his teachings to successfully prac¬ 
tise Krishna consciousness. 

Conclusion 

The path given by SrTla Prabhupada for the 
leaders of ISKCON is very straightforward: 

"The GBC should all be the instructor 
gurus. I am in the initiator guru, and you 
should be the instructor guru by teaching 
what I am teaching ". 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 4/8/75) 

Note SrTla Prabhupada never states: "By 
teaching what I do not teach"! 

Thus, the option of introducing any teach¬ 
ings in ISKCON outside of those given by SrTla 
Prabhupada does not exist. 

Earlier in ISKCON's history, due to a lack of 
faith in SrTla Prabhupada, we saw ISKCON lead¬ 
ers going to" sadhus " from other organisations 
to seek "higher" spiritual knowledge. And now 
they are even going to psychologists, whose 
material knowledge is supposedly needed to 
help us in the "attainment" of Krishna con¬ 
sciousness. This deviant tendency can imme¬ 
diately be corrected if we adhere strictly to 
the POP (Prabhupada-Only Paradigm) when 
practising Krishna consciousness, just as SrTla 
Prabhupada ordered - please see the previous 
two articles.

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Intermingling False and Real Gurus 


In previous issues, we have exposed various 
attempts by ISKCON guru and GBC HH Hri- 
dayananda Dasa Goswami ("HD") to mini¬ 
mise SrTla Prabhupada. This article continues 
with this theme. All quotes in the shaded box¬ 
es are taken from an initiation talk given by HD 
on 29/5/18. All emphases added. 

Confusing real and false gurus -1 

Speaking about the guru-disciple relation¬ 
ship, HD states that the disciple completely 
surrendering to the guru can lead to abuse: 
"you have this extreme self-surrender, [...] 
therefore, that culture of extreme self-hum¬ 
bling has to be, um, that culture has to exist 
within a clear philosophical understanding 
that prevents abuse". 

However, SrTla Prabhupada does recom¬ 
mend such self-surrender to the guru: 

"Srlla Visvanatha Cakravarti Thakura 
remarks in this connection that a disciple 
must accept the words of his spiritual mas¬ 
ter as his life and soul ." 

(Cc., Adi-lila, 7.72) 

But he has never taught that such full sur¬ 
render to the guru can ever lead to any kind 
of abuse. 

It is a fact, however, that surrendering to 
a false guru, such as HD, can definitely lead to 
abuse. For example, ISKCON has officially ac¬ 
cepted that as one of the infamous 11 "zonal 
acaryas", HD was responsible for perpetuating 
the abuse of forcing his disciples to consider 
him to be a pure devotee: 

"But by the influence of may a. illusion. 
a different idea soon evolved-that Srlla 
Prabhupada had appointed eleven "pure 
devotees " to serve as the only gurus af¬ 
ter him. [...] In particular, we express our 
heartfelt apologies for contributing to the 
hurts and wrongs devotees endured when 
ISKCON diverged from Srlla Prabhupada's 
instructions." 

(Editor in Chief, Back To Godhead, #25-01,1991) 

Confusing real and false gurus - 2 

HD, however, goes on to claim that this 
"abuse"can arise with bona fide gurus, such as 
SrTla Prabhupada: 

"one example of an undesirable outcome, [...] 
because one is in such a reverential mood of 
surrender and 'I am nothing and the guru is 
everything', that it can, and has led often to, 
the sense that everything the guru says on any 
subject is somehow true, because the guru is 


all-wise, [...] Prabhupada clearly said this was 
absurd. Even in his own case". 

Again, the "guru" not always speaking the 
truth is the case only with a false guru. This 
has been proven by the numerous articles 
and books produced by the IRM which clear¬ 
ly document how the false, unauthorised gu¬ 
rus in ISKCON, such as HD, make many state¬ 
ments that are definitely not true. And thus we 
are able to fill up every issue of BTP\ But this is 
not the case with SrTla Prabhupada, who does 
not make false statements. Rather, as a bona 
fide spiritual master, SrTla Prabhupada speaks 
in line with scripture: 

"A bona fide spiritual master does not 
mention anything not mentioned in the au¬ 
thorized scriptures." 

(SB, 4.16.1) 

Therefore, just as he did when he posed 
as a "pure devotee" during the "zonal acarya" 
hoax (The Great Guru Hoax Part 1), HD is again 
confusing himself and the other unauthorised 
ISKCON gurus with SrTla Prabhupada-or false 
gurus with a bona fide guru. 

Sastra understood through guru 

Having claimed that self-surrender to a 
guru can lead to abuse, which as we saw is ac¬ 
tually only the case with a false guru, HD then 
states that this is counteracted by sastra being 
a higher authority than the guru: 

" And so Prabhupada, Prabhupada always em¬ 
phasised that the guru, that the ultimate au¬ 
thority is sastra. In the system of guru, sadhu 
and sastra, the ultimate authority is sastra." 

But sastra itself is not understood indepen¬ 
dently, but only through the real guru: 

"Narottama dasa Thakura states that 
one has to ascertain the right path for his 
activities by following in the footsteps of 
great saintly persons and books of knowl¬ 
edge under the guidance of a spiritual mas¬ 
ter (sadhu-sastra-guru-vakya )." 

(SB, 4.21.28-29) 

Therefore, the actual authority in practice 
will always be the bona fide guru, nor is it nec¬ 
essary to have an authority to "check" the bona 
fide guru. Thus, HD, has again mixed up the sit¬ 
uations applicable to the false and real gurus. 

Jumping over 

"Prabhupada did make statements like 'you 
can't jump over your guru', and so on, but he 
was, I mean we never want to jump over the 
guru [...] let's say I read a sastra which Prabhu¬

pada did not translate, or I read many other 
books that Prabhupada didn't translate, [...] so 
we can look at other sastras, we can hear from 
other teachers, but we understand everything 
within a framework that Prabhupada gave." 

HD correctly states that SrTla Prabhupada 
ordered us to not "jump over" him. But HD 
then goes on to claim that we should do ex¬ 
actly that, by saying it is fine to go outside 
SrTla Prabhupada's teachings as long as we try 
to understand them within SrTla Prabhupada's 
"framework". But though SrTla Prabhupada did 
make statements such as- 

"You say that you would read only one 
book if that was all that I had written, so 
you teach others to do like that. You have 
very good determination." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 14/11/73) 

"Whatever is to be learned of the teach¬ 
ings of Srila Bhaktivinode Thakura can be 
learned from our books . There is no need 
whatsoever for any outside instruction." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 25/12/73) 

-he never ordered us to go outside his 
teachings and books, and thus the question 
of how to understand these outside teachings 
does not even arise. 

Conclusion 

SrTla Prabhupada teaches: 

"Intermingling the spiritual with the ma¬ 
terial causes one to look on transcendence 
as material and the mundane as spiritual. 
This is all due to a poor fund of knowledge." 
(Cc., Madhya-lila , 16.72) 

Thus, due to a poor fund of knowledge, 
HD has engaged in projection, and intermin¬ 
gled the standards and philosophy that are ap¬ 
plicable to the false gurus in ISKCON such as 
himself, with being applicable to the bona fide 
guru, SrTla Prabhupada.

Sex Guru’s 180° Flip Following BTP Expose 


In BTP 54, "Changing the Regulative Principles 
- 1", we exposed GBC-elected diksa guru HG 
Mahatma Dasa ("MAD") deviating from SrTla 
Prabhupada's teachings by promoting illic¬ 
it sex. However, he has now agreed with the 
points that we made in the aforementioned 
BTP article and condemned the deviations he 
himself had preached. And due to this contra¬ 
dictory flip-flop, he has actually condemned 
himself, as we shall now show. All the quotes 
in shaded boxes are from a lecture that MAD 
gave on 3/2/18 via live streaming on social me¬ 
dia. All emphases added. 

Anti-Prabhupada with no mercy 

Commenting on the teachings of a former 
ISKCON "guru", MAD states: 

"He was trying to rationalize that sex is love. 
It's how you express affection towards the op¬ 

posite sex ." 

In the BTP 54 article, we quoted MAD stat¬ 
ing something very similar, that sex can be ex¬ 
pressed to create a closer bonding and better 
relationship with the opposite sex: 

" It (sex) should be used to create a clos¬ 
er bonding between them . [...] as men who 
have sexual desire, they have to learn if 
they want to express it, to express it in a 

way which helps the relationship, which 
creates what you could call a better bond¬ 
in g or a closer relationship or a better rela¬ 
tionship with the wife ". 

(MAD Lecture, "What is illicit sex" - this reference 
applies to all bolded MAD quotes in this article) 

Continuing, MAD condemns this former 
ISKCON guru's sex philosophy, stating: 

"And he's trying to justify it to make himself 
look good. As the one who's finally got the re¬ 
alization that Prabhupada missed something, 
spiritual sex. Prabhupada just missed that." 

However, we quoted MAD preaching the 
same sex philosophy to also make himself look 
good and get plaudits, and he also claimed 
that it was something that SrTla Prabhupada 
"missed" speaking about: 

"And I expressed this to one senior God- 
sister because she was also interested in 
this discussion about what is illicit sex and 
when she heard that she said that is won¬ 
derful, she was so happy to hear that [...] 
Prabhupada has never discussed this pub¬ 
licly. [...] He's never talked about satisfying 
one's partner." 

MAD concludes about this sex philosophy: 
"You can't support that in Prabhupada's books 


because he doesn't say that. He said sex is for 
procreation. He never said sex is an expres¬ 
sion of love. [...] So he [former ISKCON "guru"] 
had developed a philosophy which was in to¬ 
tal opposition to Bhagavatam and everything 
Prabhupada said [...] he lost the mercy of his 
guru, he offended his guru T...1 so that's what 
happens when Krishna takes away His mercy. 

The brain doesn't work. It can't understand. " 

But this applies equally to MAD himself, 
since as we just showed, he was also preach¬ 
ing the same philosophy! 

I don't tell the truth 

MAD now states that the "truth" is that any 
sex act not engaged in specifically for procre¬ 
ation is sinful: 

"But I'll say the truth, Prabhupada said, 'Sex for 
any other reason than procreation is sinful' [...] 
Sex within marriage where there is not the de¬ 
sire to propagate is sinful." 

However, earlier MAD had stated the op¬ 
posite, that SrTla Prabhupada permits sex even 
if it is not for procreation, as long as birth con¬ 
trol is not used: 

"Prabhupada has sometimes given the 
definition that no illicit sex means no sex 
outside of marriage. [...] My understand¬ 
ing of what he means is that even if you 
don't plan -if your sexual act is not plan¬ 
ning to have children but you don't take 
birth control [...] So sometimes Prabhu¬ 
pada says illicit sex means no sex out of 
marriage - that's what he means. " 

Thus, by now agreeing with the real defini¬ 
tion of illicit sex that we gave in the BTP 54 ar¬ 
ticle, MAD is exposed as admitting to not hav¬ 
ing told the truth. 

Destroying Krishna consciousness 

MAD states that trying to rationalise and 
make a philosophy for not strictly follow¬ 
ing SrTla Prabhupada's standards will destroy 
Krishna consciousness: 

"don't rationalize your not being to the stand¬ 
ard because that's going to destroy every¬ 
thing. [...] Just be honest about it. Don't try to 
create a philosophy around it because that will 
just destroy Krishna Consciousness." 

However, we quoted MAD doing just this, 
rationalising having illicit sex by making a phi¬ 
losophy of it being a "service": 

"keeping the marriage together is more 
important than strictly adhering to the 
most, the highest definition of illicit sex. 



[...] you're doing it as a service and so ob¬ 
viously it requires a lot of detachment to do 
this as a service." 

Thus, MAD has to agree that his preaching 
has been contributing to destroying Krishna 
consciousness. 

Conclusion 

1) MAD has done a 180-degree flip-flop 
and agreed with BTP's expose of him that he 
was talking complete nonsense. 

2) By making such a contradictory flip-flop, 
MAD is a rascal: 

Srlla Prabhupada: "If he says contradic¬ 
tory things, is he not a rascal?" 

Sandy Nixon: "Well, he's contradicting 
himself." 

Srlla Prabhupada: "Therefore he is a ras¬ 
cal." 

(Room Conversation, 13/7/75) 

3) By making this flip-flop, and now con¬ 
demning his earlier statements, MAD has ac¬ 
cepted that: 

a) He developed a philosophy that is in to¬ 
tal opposition to Srimad-Bhagavatam and eve¬ 
rything SrTla Prabhupada said. 

b) He offended SrTla Prabhupada. 

c) He lost the mercy of SrTla Prabhupada 
and Krishna. 

d) His brain stopped working and he could 
not understand what he was saying. 

e) He does not tell the truth. 

f) He contributed to destroying Krishna 
consciousness. 

Thus, MAD is now exposed as admitting 
that he was acting as a deviant offender rath¬ 
er than a bona fide diksa guru all this time, de¬ 
spite posing as the latter and taking disciples. 

Nor does this recent flip-flop change the 
fact that he is still an unauthorised GBC guru, 
who also speaks nonsense on other subjects 
(for example, please see BTP 55, "ISKCON 'Sex 
Guru' Attacks BTP").

The Chain of Deviation 



Unlike the usual combination of rumour, gossip, hearsay and "Prabhupada said" references that is found on many "Vaisnava" websites, the IRM's 
publications are always 100% documented with solid proof. Consequently, even those who are supporters of the guru hoax have been forced to 
circulate our materials, which document ISKCON's many deviations. For example, our famous "ISKCON's 50th anniversary special" diagram - which 
can be seen here: www.iskconirm.com/50- summarising ISKCON's main deviations, was recently circulated on social media by those who reject 
SrTla Prabhupada remaining as ISKCON's diksa guru. Though they were forced to agree in principle with the deviations listed in that diagram, a 
proviso was added that this diagram had been provided by those "whose pretense is that the eternal parampara system ends with HDG Srila 
Prabhupada". Of course, the only pretence here is the pretence that we actually claim this! We state that SrTla Prabhupada is the diksa guru for 
ISKCON, not eternity! A fact even ISKCON has agreed with in their "Foundational Document" titled Srila Prabhupada: The Founder- Acarya of ISKCON, 
in which they accept that SrTla Prabhupada is the only Acarya for ISKCON, and that the position of Acarya includes acting as diksa guru. 

However, this phenomenon of agreeing that in many ways ISKCON is deviating, but still rejecting SrTla Prabhupada remaining as ISKCON's 
diksa guru, has given rise to what can be termed the "some GBC gurus are okay" fallacy. Thus, it will be claimed that although there may be wide¬ 
spread deviation in ISKCON, some GBC guru is still bona fide because he opposes the deviations. We state this idea as a fallacy, because it suf¬ 
fers from what can be termed as the "chain of deviation". For example, in previous BTP issues we have exposed GBC guru HH Bhakti Charu Swa- 
mi ("BCS") promoting demigod worship. Following our expose, another GBC guru, HH Danavir Goswami ("DG") had issued a statement agree¬ 
ing that such demigod worship was wrong. This prompted some readers to state that although BTP does correctly expose deviations in ISKCON, it 
does not mean all the GBC gurus are also deviant, since some, like DG, are also opposing the same deviations. However, there arejmany other GBC 
gurus who still support BCS as being a bona fide guru - call them group B. Those who agree that demigod worship is a deviation will also have to 
agree that BCS is not a bona fide guru, because he deviated. And thus, for them, the gurus in group B are also not bona fide gurus, because they 
support BCS as being a bona fide guru, even though he is actually not a bona fide guru. Because no bona fide gurus will ever err in considering 
that which is not bona fide, to actually be bona fide: "Therefore we must have a guru where exact knowledge is coming, without any mis¬ 
take " (Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 23/7/73, emphases added). 

And then if there were other GBC gurus who, though they accepted that BCS was not a bona fide guru, did accept some of the gurus in group 
B as being bona fide gurus, they would form another group of gurus C, who also were not bona fide gurus, by the same logic given above for the 
gurus in group B. Because even though the group C gurus did accept that BCS was not a bona fide guru, they still accept gurus in group B to be 
bona fide gurus, even though they are not. And so on: 

Deviation -> guru (BCS) who deviated -> gurus B not bona fide gurus, because they incorrectly support BCS as being a bona fide guru 
-> gurus C not bona fide gurus, because they incorrectly support group B gurus as being bona fide gurus -> gurus D not bona fide gurus, 
because they incorrectly support group C gurus as being bona fide gurus -> gurus E ... -> and so on. 

This is called the "chain of deviation". Therefore, from the perspective of those who do accept that demigod worship is a deviation, it cannot 
be enough for DG to simply oppose the deviation of demigod worship. He would also need to condemn BCS as not being a bona fide guru for de¬ 
viating. And he would also need to similarly condemn all the gurus in group B, and every other single guru in the chain of deviation above, as not 
being bona fide gurus. Which, since all GBC gurus virtually accept all the other GBC gurus as being bona fide gurus, would effectively mean that 
DG would have to basically condemn every other GBC guru in ISKCON! Otherwise , he himself would be a member somewhere in the above chain 
of deviation, as not being a bona fide guru, since he would still be accepting as bona fide, gurus who were not bona fide. And he, and every oth¬ 
er GBC guru who claims to oppose some deviations in ISKCON. actually are in this chain of deviation . Because DG and all the other GBC gu¬ 
rus do not condemn virtually all of their GBC guru colleagues as not being bona fide gurus. (Of course even if a GBC guru did do this, he would still 
not be a bona fide authorised diksa guru for ISKCON, since SrTla Prabhupada did not authorise any successor gurus to replace him). 

Thus, it is a fallacy to claim that any GBC guru is bona fide while correctly accepting that ISKCON is deviating. 
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
